Paris, Sept. 19.—Despite the heavy rain which has fallen 


on the great French battle field the Germans and allies are (till 
engaged in their grip of death. 


The invaders have taken the offensive in the center where 


the army commanded by Gen. Von Kluck has been closely 
pressed by the French and English troops. Reports today say 
that the Germans have taken a position near the Suppe river, 
east by northeast of Rheim, and are bombarding the city. 
Several sections of Rheims are reported to have been set on 
fire from bursting shells fired in the direction occupied by the 
French troops in the city. 


The government has not yet issued any official figures on 


the losses of the great battle of which this is the seventh day. 
Unofficial estimates place the German losses at 100,000 and 
the allies half that number, a total of 150,000 in killed, wound- 
ed and missing. 


An English correspondent, who has succeeded in getting 


through from Rheims, states that the stronghold of the Ger- 
man position is the heights of Nogel Besse, three miles east 
northeast of Rheims.

A Dangerous Experiment. 


A wealthy western wornan is using her niece to test her 


theory; on'what-she calls - the- "deocracy- of spending," and it 
wjli'bp fortunate if great-injury does not come to the young 
woman-and sorrow to her; relatives and friends, including the 
aiin't wjTo is making whal must strike the^ average person as a, 
vepy.dangerous^xperimenl. 


'.The young woman's father is a millionaire, having made an 


immense fortune in mining operations in the west, but her 
mother'is a'sensible woman and does not believe that money 
snoiild'be'dealt out to the girl with a shovel and that she should 
be.permitted lo plunge into all the extravagances 'and follies to 
which/great wealth invites. 
; 


And-this is where the aunt differs ffom the mother. She has 


given the'girl a check for $40,000, and this is what she says of 
her reason for doing so: "1 gave her this money to spend in 
having a good time. 1 think it is a protection to young girls to 
be able to satisfy their own-ideas as to dress and amusement 
while they are young, and not to be dependent oh their parents' 
aid. 
Democracy in spending not only improves a girl's power 


of judgment, but makes her better qualified to know values In 
all things and will make her a better housewife. Besides, in 
the case of rich girls, I .believe in them having a good time 
while they are young and able to enjoy life, and not made to 
wait years and years for their parents' estates lo come to them 
when they are loo old for-fun." 


If this belief of a woman, who evidently has too much 


money for her own good, is not dangerous it would be difficult 
to name anything that is. All observation shows that the most 
dangerous thing in the world for'young persons is an over- 
supply of money, which injhe greatmajorily of cases leads to 
habits and indulgences destructive alike of physical vigor and 
moral fibre. The sensible mother of the young woman has 
steadfastly guarded against the dangers to which this mis- 
guided relative has deliberately placed her face to face, and if 
this demonstration of her theory of the "democracy of spend- 
ing" 
does not lead lo disastrous results' it will be fortunate in- 


deed, the young woman, whose necessities were already 
more, than amply provided for, is to be commiserated rather 
than congratulated on what under different circumstances 
would be good fortune, but which under ihc conditions that 
exist is far more' likely lo prove a curse.
